Mr,  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Report  for  the  year  1961,  Details  will  be 
found  in  the  body  of  the  Report,  The  main  items  are  summarised 
as  follows: - 

Population, 

The  estimated  population  showed  a decrease  over  the  preceding 
year  and  is  the  lowest  since  19480 

Births, 

The  number  of  live  births  increased  over  the  preceding  year 
and  this  is  reflected  in  a higher  Birth  Rate.,  The  Birth  Rate 
for  the  District  is  considerably  higher  than  the  National  and 
County  Rates* 

There  was  a reduction  in  both  the  number  of  Still  Births 
and  Illegitimate  Births, 

Deaths, 

The  general  Death  Rate  remained  substantially  the  some  as 
for  the  preceding  year,  being  a little  higher  than  the  National 
and  County  Rates, 

There  was  on  increase  in  deaths  due  to  Cancer,  On  the 
other  hand  there  were  no  Infant  Deaths  or  accidental  deaths  during 
the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases, 

Apart  from  Measles,  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease 
was  very  low.  There  was  only  1 fresh  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
notified  and  no  deaths  from  this  Disease*  With  regard  to  Non- 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis, there  were  no  cases  or  deaths  for  the  8th, 
successive  year. 

General  Hygiene  and  Sanitation, 

There  are  no  urgent  sanitary  problems  in  the  District, 

Housing, 

There  are  still  several  families  living  in  substandard 
conditions  in  the  District,  Also  many  Category  5 premises  requiring 
to  be  dealt  with. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
the  Officers  for  their  continued  courtesy  and  co-operation  during 
the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Sources  of  Supply. 

The  source  of  supply  is  the  prescelly  gathering  grounds 
and  impounding  reservoir  in  North  Pembrokeshire  (Prescelly 
Water  Board),  A branch  main  from  the  Prescelly  trunk  main 
supplies  the  Neyland  Service  reservoir. 

The  water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water.  It  is 
filtered  and  chlorinated  as  it  leaves  the  impounding  reservoir. 
Regular  routine  sampling,  both  bacteriological  and  chemical  is 
carried  out  by  the  Engineer  to  the  Prescelly  Water  Board, 


Sampling. 

Pour  (4)  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  general 
bacteriological  examination.  Two  were  doubtful,  but  were 
satisfactory  on  follow  up.
